London—flV-The British govern- 


ment was reported today consider- 
ing breaking off diplomatic rela- 
tions with Japan unless full sat- 
isfaction is obtained for the serious 
wounding of the British ambassador 
to China in an attack by Jap- 
anese warplanes. 


Sir Hughe Montgomery Knatch- 


bull-Hugessen, his back broken by a 
Japanese machine gun bullet, was 
in a critical condition in a Shang- 
hai hospital. Indignant foreign of- 
ficials were said to take a grave 
view of the attack made on the 
envoy's car by Japanese bombers 
in the Shanghai area of undeclar- 
ed Sino-Japanese war. 


Acting swiftly to maintain her 


diplomatic personnel in China dur- 
ing the tension, Britain ordered R. 
G. Howe, former counsellor of the 
British embassy at Nanking, from 
England to take charge. 


Howe was instructed to fly in 


the Far East and then get into 
China as fast as he can. 


Await Explanations 


Informed sources emphasized this 


decision as evidence that Britain 
"will not be delayed" in taking ac- 
tion despite her request for fur- 
ther information.- 


Explanations from the Japanese j 


government were awaited momen- 
tarily before a fateful decision was 
made on just what would constitute 
the "appropiate action" the govern- 
ment has pledged itself to take.

treasury and

Great Britain, has passed from the 
American scene. 


The shy. diffident, white-haired' 


financier, whose 11 years of service 
under three presidents was sur- 
passed only by one of his predeces- 
sors as head of the treasury de- 
partment, died peacefully last night 
in his eighty-third year. 


He died in the home of his daugh- 


ter, Mrs." David K. E. Bruce after 
a month's illness from uremia and 
bronchial pneumonia. At his bed- 
side here his son-in-law and the 
Tinancier's two pals and playmates, 
his son Paul and his daughter Ailsa, 
rs. Bruce. 
The death of Pittsburgh's most 


powerful figure and one of the na- 
ion's unostentatious philanthropists 
was not unexpected. He had been 
under the physician's care for three

Needs of Garden 


Determine Method 


Of Planting Tulips 


There are two methods of plant- 


ing tulips: you may choose the one 
best suited to your garden. 


One, 
sometimes called the Dutch 


method, is especially useful where 
an entire bed is to be planted to 
bulbs, and these are to be arranged 
m a definite pattern. 


The entire bed is excavated to a 


depth of 6 inches, the tulip bulbs 
are placed on the bottom in their 
proper locations and the earth is 
thrown over them. 


This method cannot be used 


where tulips are planted in a per- 
ennial border and the bulbs must 
be placed without disturbing the 
roots of established plants. 


In such a case the bulbs may be 


planted just as plants would be, by 
digging a hole for each bulb. In 
established borders, where the soil 
is firm, a trowel is the safest plant- 
ing implement With tulips, as with 
all plants, it is important to bring 
the earth in firm contact with the 
plant Be Sure the bulb is resting 
on the ground before filling in the 
hole. If a dibber is used, there is 
danger 
that 
the bulb 
may be 


"hung" 
in the hole with an air 


space beneath it, which will cause 
it to rot: Guard against this. 


Since 
the garden 
relies upon 


bulbs for its flowers during the 
first two months of the garden sea 
son, it is desirable to plant subjects 
which will bloom in a continuous 
succession. 


For the early flowers one mus. 


plant the minor bulbs. The subjects 
most easily grown are snowdrops 
which sometimes blossom in Feb- 
ruary during a thaw, but more of- 
ten appear- on March; scillas, which 
have almost a month of flowering 
season; crocuses, which follow the 
scillas, the daffodils, which come 
next; early tulips, bringing the first 
bright colors into the garden, "and 
finally the late tulips, which in nor- 
mal years, continue the display un- 
til June.

There is, of course, going to be 


another depression sometime. Be- 
fore it comes the investor should 
sell stocks, the purchasing agent 
should cut down inventories the 
credit manager should tighten his 
terms, and the manufacturer should 
hold back expansion plans. In short 
the time is coming when evervone 
should reef his sails and get "pre- 
pared for the storm. Those who feel 
that panics are now merely a mat- 
ter of historical interest are making 
a great mistake. Just as the ocean 
tides will continue to ebb and flow, 
so will the economic tides continue 
to rise and fall. There is no supreme 
court which can declare the law of 
action and reaction unconstitution- 
al! 


When this next crash will come 


I do not now know. No one knows. 
But able men are beginning to 
think about it. They are not falling 
prey to the belief that control of 
credit, managed money, and other 
legislation can prevent 
another 


crash. The characters may be dif- 
ferent, but the plot will be the 
same. Business is now above nor- 
mal It will continue to rise. Com- 
modity prices will increase, retail 
trade will swell, real estate will 
soar, stocks will make "new highs". 
We may have the biggest boom in 
our whole history. But over-expan- 
sion will take place 
somewhere 


along the chain! Sooner or later a 
weak link will break. 


Buying: On Margin 


Some of the factors which will 


probably snap the chain are instal- 
ment selling, public spending, crop 
loans, high construction costs, or 
mad world armament races. Some 
of these trends are already pretty 
far along today. Take instalment fi- 
nancing, for instance. Hundreds of 
articles are now being bought on

question?" 


"time" payments. "Easy payment" 
plans accounted for about 65 per 
cent of the automobile sales so far 
this year! Big mail-order houses 
now handle ten dollar orders on 
"time." Because of higher profits 
on instalment buying merchants are 
unwisely plugging such 
business 


much as brokers foolishly pushed 
margin trading in 1929. Hence, this 
next depression may start in Mam 
street rather than in Wall street! 


Public debt is another dynamite 


keg. Every man, woman and child 
in this country now owes about S430 
in local, state and federal debt Tins 
debt is increasing monthly. 
The 


treasury's deficit since July first is 
$350,000,000—$75,000.000 
g r e a t e r 


than a year ago at this time. Relief 
expenses, high as they are, are not 
responsible. The increase in per- 
manent department expense is to 
blame. Some day public debt will 
get too high just as stock debt got 
too high in 1929. Then government 
bond prices will break. A 10-pomt 
drop in such bonds (banks own 60 
per cent of them) could cause a 
panic worse than that of eight years 
ago. Moreover, we are a lot closer 
to such a smash than we .were last 
year at this time! 


May Be More Severe 


Many people feel that Washing- 


ton, -«vhile not being able to pre- 
vent another depression, can 
at 
r 


least shorten its length and severity. 
I disagree. I BELIEVE EXACTLY 
THE OPPOSITE. I feel that the 
country is going into the next de- 
pression with so much more debt 
and so many unseasoned laws that 
the panic may be worse than the 
last one. Consider employment, for 
instance. While millions of workers 
lost their jobs from 1930-34, other 
millions were kept on the payroll 
by considerate employers who felt 
they could get along with less per- 
sonnel. Now with the new unem- 
ployment insurance program and 
the precedent of federal relief, em- 
ployers 
and 
communities 
will 


quickly dump the whole load 
in 


Washington's lap. 


The vicious new "undivided prof- 


its tax" severely 
penalizes 
com- 


panies in attempting to build up re- 
serves in good times to see them 
through hard times. Hence concerns 
will slash expenses and lay-off help 
at the first drop of the hat. Then, 
too, the stock market is extremely 
"thin". When a real selling wave 
hits it, prices could break 50 or 60 
points. Also, Washington will be 
far less prepared to handle this 
next depression. As we stepped off 
the precipice in 1930. federal debt 
was only $16,000,000,000. Today it is 
more than twice that and growing 
rapidly. Furthermore, at the rate 


w« arc going It looks as though the 
relief rolls from the last panic will 
not b« emptied before we set saU on 
the next depression. 


Bull Market Over? 


Now to answer 
my 
question, 


"How (high will stocks go?": My 
Babsonchart can forecast the de- 
pression area. It can not. however, 
now estimate the ultimate size of 
the current prosperity area. 
Its 


chief value as a forecaster in times 
such as these is to show how far 
Into a period of over-expansion 
business has advanced. Today it is 
5 per cent above normal compared 
with 22 per cent over normal at the 
peak in 1929. A study of past pros- 
perity periods on the Babsonchart 
shows that the biggest half of every 
bull market in stocks, 
excepting 


one. was over when business cross- 
ed normal. Hence. I realize that the 
cream may already be off the mar- 
ket. In fact, the time is not far off 
when I shall personally begin to sell 
some of my weakest stocks in the 
weakest industries. 


I may be too early in doing this 


In fact, I have found that most of 
my investment mistakes have come 
from acting too soon. That is why 
I am not going to try to pick the 
exact top of the market and sell out 
at once. I'm going to "average out" 
by selling a few stocks at one time, 
a few some months later, and con- 
tinue the process as stocks 
work 


higher and higher. The only pos- 
sible flaw I see in my program is 
the threat of inflation. To stave off 
the inevitable panic, the govern- 
ment might launch a currency in- 
flation program that would create 
the wildest boom we have 
ever 


seen. Eventually, of 
course, 
the 


boom would collapse; but in the 
meantime those who had kept their 
funds in cash and bonds would have 
been wiped out!

Washington—If ever there was a 


doubt, President Roosevelt now has 
cleared the air. He asks the Ameri- 
can people, in effect, to say by their 
votes in the 1938 congressional elec- 


t i o n s whether

The president's announcement, 


made in connection with the sign- 
ing of the bill to revise lower court 
procedure, significantly mentioned 
his confidence that, in urging his 
court plan, he has been speaking "in 
behalf of the American people." 
Why he assumes or infers such a 
mandate is a mystery, for no hint 
of his scheme was given in .the 
campaign of 1936. In fact, it- was 
emphatically denied by such pro- 
minent-spokesmen of the adminis- 
tration as Joseph P. Kennedy that 
Mr. Roosevelt had any designs on 
the supreme -court. 


The test, therefore, of Mr. Roo- 


sevelt's assumption that he speaks 
for the people on "this issue can 
only come in 
another election'/ 


Coincident with Mr. Roosevelt's an- 
nouncement came also a" clarifying 
statement from Postmaster General 
Farley, who frankly admits that the 
Democratic national committee will 
not undertake reprisals against 
Democratic senators who fought the 
president's court plan, but he naive- 
ly confesses at the same time that 
he doesn't know what "the voters" 
may do to these same senators at 
the polls. Also, he says these "anti- 
court senators" will have a lot of 
explaining to do to their constitu- 
ents. 


"Informal" Punishment 


Naturally, the voters are going 


to take the issue into their own 
hands, and while Mr. Farley him- 


self will lay off, all the allies of 
the administration, all the false 
"non-Partisan" leagues, and all the 
so-called "good neighbor leagues' 
and all the John Lewis battalion:, 
are to be turned loose against these 
independent Democrats. Ostensibly. 
Mr. Farley will wash his hands ol 
any formal responsibility. The puni- 
tive tactics will be taken up most 
informally, but just as effectively, 
by the army of federal office hold- 
ers and parasites who get money 
from the New Deal in almost every 
state in .the Union. 


Altogether, the friends of an in- 


dependent judiciary, Republicans 
and Democrats, now have full and 
frank warning. It has come more 
than a whole year in advance of 
the congressional elections, 
and 


there can be no charge hereafter 
that the administration concealed 
its purposes in advance of an elec- 
tion. Senator Guffey's speech, sound- 
ing the keynote of the campaign, 
the president's address in North 
Carolina, John Lewis's blast against 
the southern Democrats, and now 
Chairman Farley's signal to the 
New Deal's sabotage troops to gel 
busy behind the lines and kill off 
the independent Democrats, all have 
come in the space of one week. 
These incidents all fit together 
as a definite proposal to carry the 
court fight to the people.

iary ought to welcome the chal- 
lenge, but they will find that fed- 
eral money is a hard thing to beat 
unle.'s a fusion 
of independent 


D&mocrats and Republicans can be 
effected. It is often overlooked that 
the president's scheme was beaten, 
if only temporarily, at the last ses- 
sion of congress by a fusion of 
about 33 Democrats and 16 Re- 
publicans and that the independent 
Democratic strength was less than 
half of the total Democratic vote 
in the senate. 
I 


Fusion Necessary 


So, acting alone, the independent 


Democrats could not have accom- 
plished anything without the sup- 
port of the Republicans, and, con- 
versely, the Republicans as a min- 
ority were helpless without the 
independent Democrats. If fusion 
was possible and imperative in the 
United States senate, it is even 
more essential out in the states and 
districts where senators and repre- 
sentatives are to be elected in 
1938. 


Mr. Roosevelt doesn't hesitate to 


use the fusion idea to draw to his 
side the LaFollettes and the Nor- 
risses. Party labels worry him so 
little that, last year, he appealed in 
person to the voters of Nebraska 
to disregard the Democratic candi- 
date for United States senator who 


had been nominated In the regular 
Democratic primary. 


The president Is Interested in 


only one thing—getting and keep- 
ing his majority. His opponents 
have helped him along heretofore 
by refusing to budge on the ques- 
tion of party reorganization. 
In 


1936. the Republican party at Cleve- 
land did nothing to attract the in- 
dependent 
Democrats. 
Having 


spurned 
the 
Democratic voters 


once, it is not likely that the Re- 
publicans of the enlightened and 
progressive school who really ought 
to be the leaders will allow their 
conservative brethren to make the 
same suicidal mistake. 


Need Strong Leaders 


It is not a question of merely 


a party name, but of developing a 
Jeadership group of such prestige 
that will appeal to the people as 
forward-looking. Such a leadership, 
concentrating on the congressional 
campaign, can really put up a 
'ight even against the kind of war- 
fare which corrals votes by relief 
mechanisms and AAA money. 


Mr. Farley is supremely confid- 


ent that Mr. Roosevelt could be re- 
elected today by the same majority 
as in 1936. The 40 or more state ma- 
chines of the Democratic party with 
which M. Farley has been keeping 
in touch constantly since the last 
campaign would probably function 
well again. But it is one thing to 
win an election with the Roosevelt 
personality actually to be voted 
on. and quite another to win in- 
directly when local personalities 
and candidacies are to be voted on 
apart from a presidential nominee 
at the head of the ticket. 


Mr. Farley may be right. Mr. 


Roosevelt could win again in 1937 
if the independent Democrats and 
Republicans remained apart. Mr. 
Roosevelt counts on this division 
among the so-called intelligent vot- 
ers, and, judging from what has not 
been done thus far toward fusion 
or reorganized Republicanism, he 
may be assured of a divided op- 
position indefinitely.

THE WAR 


The Reich continues to be its own 


•worst enemy and without any apparent 
necessity. 


The admitted procedure which it fol- 


lowed when London dismissed three of 
its correspondents is bound to, cement 
opinion against and hurt it in the marls of 
trade because it is so highly unreasonable. 


Berlin was informed by London that 


it was sending these three German re- 
porters home although it had no com- 
plaint against their journalistic activities. 
It specified that the}' were spies more 
than journalists, and not spies against 
England but against the more than 20,000 
German people who live in London, tres- 
passing upon their rights, interfering with 
their business, attempting to terrorize 
them, and all because Berlin insists upon 
regulating the conduct of its nationals, 
even refugees, abroad. 


When the conduct of the Germans was 


exposed to Berlin, although the London 
complaint was then not made public the 
Germans retaliated in a manner that has 
come to be expected from them. In a furi- 
ous mood, looking angrily about for some- 
one upon whom to visit their spleen, they 
struck at Norman Ebbutt, for the last 12 
years correspondent for the London Times 
at the German capital, a man with an un- 
usually high reputation for good faith and 
sincerity, and they dismissed him from 
within their borders upon the ground that 
he constantly wrote articles on trivial sub- 
jects when he'should be concentrating on 
the Reich's more constructive work.. 


Again Germany presents herself as an 


ill-tempered and insolent child who kicks 
his dog because he cannot find his top. 


Dispatches say that the "trivial" mat- 


ter upon which Mr. Ebbutt may have 
been arousing the Reich consisted of the 
church issue, and looking over his articles 
one wonders why he was not given a 
medal by Berlin for he wrote some pro- 
found truths that even dictators may not 
disregard. 


Ebbutt. as a student of history and a 


keen observer of world events, realized 
there was much more danger to the Hit- 
ler regime if it continued its high-handed 
methods against its high-minded clerics 
than it would ever face from economic 
condition?.

FOOT ITCH AGAIN 


Trench foot, athlete's foot, foo 


ten, ringworm, tricophytosis, der 
matomycosis, tinea, was one of the 
most common subjects of inquiry a 
ew years ago. Now days go by with- 
ut an inquiry about this condition 
infer that people are avoiding ex- 
aosure by taking the trouble to 
,-ear slippers or other foot cover- 
ng when walking about the floor 
f swimming pool places, gymnas- 
ums, hotel rooms, bath establish- 
ments or when walking on the 
round at beaches or wherever peo- 
ple go barefoot Probably the gen- 
eral practice of requiring patrons 
of such places to step into a foot- 
bath of one or another parasiticidal 
or fungicidal solution has helped 
to reduce the prevalence of" foot 
itch. 


The condition is due to the 


growth of a fungus in the skin. 
This fungus is present in fine 
scales that drop off from the affect- 
ed skin. The scales readily con- 
vey the fungus to the skin of the 
next persort to tread on the spot 
barefoot. 


The fungus may live in the lining 


of the shoe or in the stocking for 
days, weeks or months. 


Whenever any treatment is ap- 


plied for the relief or cure of foot 
itch, it is necessary to treat the lin- 
ings of all shoes that have -been 
worn since contracting the disease. 
If this is not done, reinfection is 
quite likely. Reinfection may occur 
when shoes are worn again after 
an interval of several months—say 
some white shoes put away at the 
end of a summer season and worn 
again the next season. 


One good fungicide for the lining 


of shoes is plain gasoline (not fancy 
stuff. Pour an ounce or two in each 
shoe, sxvish it about to moisten the 
whole lining of the toes particular- 
ly, and drain it into the next shoe, 
and then set the shoes in an open 
air place to dry: 


Another good fungicide, which is 


also excellent for correcting -foul 
odor when there is excessive sweat- 
ing of the feet, is formaldehyde. 
Formaldehyde is strong stuff 'and 
will burn and irritate skin if ap- j 
plied undiluted.

Washington—Efforts at rescuing 


the Russian fliers lost In the Arctic 
open again a quaint little chapter in 
northern exploration. 


Vilhjalmar Stcfansson. top-flight 


explorer of the dog-team days, is 
coordinating the 
rescue 
efforts, 


with headquarters in the Russian 
embassy here. Stefansson is gen- 
erally conceded to know his Arc- 
tics. But he had one noted critic, 
the late Roland Amundsen, himself 
lost amid the ice floes with several 
companions who set out in a plane 
to rescue the second 'and illfated 
Nobile flight into the Artie in 1928. 


Stefansson says there Is no dan- 


ger of the Russians starving if they 
landed with any equipment. More- 
over, he says, they probably could 
land their plane safely on the ice. 
Years ago, Stefansson and a pair of 
college youths traveled afoot across 
part of the ice area in which the 
present search is being conducted. 


* Seal D?et 


They couldn't carry enough food 


to last them for the two months or 
more they expected to be on the 
ice. Steffansson planned that they 
should live "off the country," by 
eating seal meat. It was an experi- 
ence, but they survived in good 
health. 


Since then several experiments in 


various colleges have been conduct- 
ed to prove that man cannot live on 
meat alone. Steffansson was re- 
minded of one midwestern school 
which put several students on a 
meat diet. At the end of two weeks 
the men almost turned inside out 
at the sight of meat, cooked or raw. 
Worried 
experimenters 
promptly 


ended the test with "a conclusion 
that it would not work. They put 
their men back on a balanced diet. 
. Out on the ice with his two com- 
panions. Steffansson had the same 
experience. At the end of two weeks 
the men could eat no more meat. 
Their stomachs rebelled 
at 'the 


sight of fresh seal blubber or any 
other kind of blubber. But Stefans- 
son waited. He had been through it. 
After a day or two of eating noth- 
ing the men's appetite for blub- 
ber returned. It had to. There was 
no balanced diet of cabbage and 
spinach they could turn to out there 
on the ice. They had to eat seal 
and like it. They did.

Amundsen's Dissent 


Part of Stefansson's purpose in 


making the journey was to establish 
that animal life existed on or under 
the ice regardless of the distance 
from land, and that men could sur- 
vive on what they could kill. That's 
where Amundsen comes in. 


He scoffed at Stafansson's con- 


tention. 


"Pah," he told this reporter dur- 


ing an interview shortly before he 
disappeared in the Arctic. "Staf- 
ansson never was 5 miles from land 
on that journey." 


But Stafansson said he was sev- 


eral hundred miles from land and 
his diary of his journey shows this. 
Moreover, he said he and his men 
never lacked meat. He didn't go 
•within many miles of the Pole, but 
he argued that conditions at the 
Pole were little different from those 
he experienced over the- ice Be- 
tween northern Alaska and a far 
distant point in northern Canada 
to which he and his men traveled. 


That is one reason he believes 


the Russians will not starve. An- 
other is that they had a 45-day 
supply of food with them. Stefans- 
son thinks there is a good chance 
for rescue.

In the hand submitted below, hos- 
tilities broke out the moment I. as 
declarer, saw the dummy, and a 
temporary truce was not effected 
until my partner and I agreed to 
bet a billion dollars on who was re- 
sponsible for the absurd final con- 
tract. 
You 
were 
unanimously 


elected referee. We trust that you 
will not allow the size of the bet to 
influence jour judgment. Far be 
it from me to try to bribe the ju- 
diciary, but just between us. I hope 
you decide in my favor, as I would 
undoubtedly find payment of the 
above amount somewhat inconven- 
ient. I give you the band and the 
bidding:

Such a small matter as deciding a 


billion dollar bet troubles me very 
little. 
I shudder to think, how- 


ever, what North is going to do in 
a physical way to South when he 
reads my decision. 


South did, in fact, "bid his head 


off." Despite the fact that his op- 
ening bid was shaded as to honor 
tricks, he later bid his hand in 
a fashion that advertised a power- 
house. His four heart cue bid was 
quite unjustified; such a bid must 
be reserved for hands well above 
minimum strength. 
When, in re- 


sponse to this cue bid. North made 
an asking bid of five clubs. South 
apparently considered himself ob- 
liged to give the proper positive 
answer regardless of his previous 
overbidding. 


It is obvious, of course, that the 


declarer did not fulfill the contract 
but—and here's the rub—he should 
have! Undoubtedly. West opened 
the heart king, Declarer 
should 


have seen that success depended on 
two factors, apparently separate, 
but in reality a combination, name- 
ly, to pick up the spade queen and 
to avoid the loss of a club trick. 
In only one way could this be done. 
Declarer should ruff the opening 
lead and enter dummy with a dia- 
mond to ruff a second heart. Dum- 
my's second diamond entry would 
provide the opportunity for a third 
heart ruff with the spa'dc jack. The 
spade ace should then be cashed 
and the finesse taken to the king- 
ten. Since declarer would be for- 
tunate enough to find the queen in 
West's hand and the trump suit 
breaking, his troubles 
would be 


over. Dummy's spade king would 
draw the queen while declarer him- 
self was discarding a club, and de- 
clarer's own hand would then be 
solid. It is saddening to think that 


my correspondent will have to go 
without luxuries simply because he 
was not acquainted with "dummy 
reversal" play.

party, means to be more than a 
convenient campaign aid for the 
parent organiration became evident 
this week with the announcement 
by Henry Rutz. state secretary and 
organizer, that the federation has 
begun an intensive organizing drive 
within the union movement. 


Special organizing committees 


have been appointed to scour both 
the A. F. L-. and C. I. O. 
affiliated 


unions for memberships. anrl o*her 
organizers are working in the farm 
areas. Progressive federation pic- 
nics have also been arranged in im- 
portant farm counties. Rutz said. 


The FLPF is a political omnibus, 


formed under the auspices of regu- 
lar 
Progressive strategists 
two 


years ago to strencthen the party 
ticket in Milwaukee, one of 
the 


most important 
districts in 
the 


state, and in the populous lake 
shore and Fox River Valley indus- 
trial counties. Through it the So- 
cialist party which has enlivened 
Milwaukee politics for more than 
a generation was eliminated; So- 
cialists voted the Progressive tick- 
et in 1936, and FLPF leaders claim- 
ed a gam of 40,000 
Progressives 


votes as a direct result, or enough 
to carry into office Orland S. Loom- 
is, attorney general, who was elect- 
ed by approximately that margin. 


Governor Didn't Join 


While it was formed ostensibly 


by the LaFollette leadership, rela- 
tions with the titular head of the 
party have not been harmonious 
during its brief 
existence. First 


Governor LaFollette declined to 
join the organization, whose crea- 
tion is credited to Thomas N. Dun- 
can, one of his secretaries 
and 


closest advisers. The governor quar- 
reled with the federation's "pro- 
duction for use" plank. Federation 
officers fumed and fussed, but sup- 
ported him for governor despite the 
fact that he had not joined. 


Then a few months ago the gov- 


ernor sent the legislature 
(home 


•with little or no consideration of the 
federation's 
legislative 
program. 


Again FLPF officers and their leg- 
islative spokesmen wailed, but with 
no result. 
The legislature went 


home. 


Now, with a special legislative in 


the offing, the federation is putting 
pressure on the governor to include 
in his call an elaborate five-point 
program of legislation, despite the 
fact that the chief executive has de- 
clared publicly that the 
subjects 


enumerated in the call will be brief 
The federation wants adequate re- 
lief lor the unemployed, including 
a broad public works program: ade- 
quate old age pensions: enabling 
measures for municipal housing au- 
thorities, killed in the regular ses- 
sion: reenactment of state codes and 
amendments to the fair trade prac- 
tices act, killed through lack of ac- 
tion in the regular session: farm 
and home moratorium legislation, 
killed in the regular session. 


That, according to Rutz. is the 


sentiment of local units through the 
state. Those subjects must be con- 
sidered by the governor 
who 


"forced" an early adjournment of 
the first session.

Progeny Tests Aid 
In Egg Production 


Tests at Research Center 


Show One Cockerel in 


Six Worth Keeping 


Of the three methods used to im- 


prove egg production—trap-nesting, 
pedigrees and progeny testing—the 
last is by far the most important on 
the basis of tests, according to R 
C. Swanson, county agent. 


Cockerels of good ancestry, as 


well as high-producing hens, vary 
in their ability to transmit good 
egg production to their progeny. 
A male with high-egg ancestry has 
a better chance of begetting high- 
producing females than a male 
from low-producing stock 
and a 


cockerel whose full sisters are lay- 
ing well carries promise as a valu- 
able breeder. But most poultrymen 
whose entries win consistently in 
egg-laying contests use cockerels 
whose daughters are known to be 
good producers. 


Upon the basis of tests made at 


j the National Agriculture Research 


Center at Beltsville. Md, among 
selected Rhode Island Red cocker- 
els, only about one 
in six 
was 


worth keeping for a second year of 
breeding on the basis of egg lay- 
ing in their pullets.
